Vrank Bradley, for his services—and | 
which formed the subject of recent 
litigation—is the largest sum which 
as ever been bestowed upon an elms |

is scarcely correct. When, two years 
igo, the will of Mr. Oscar Philippe, 


don, was proved it was found that he 
had left tue whole of his fortune of 
$490,000 to Mrs. Geo. Dale of Bourne- 
mouth, who, as Miss Julia Kdimonds, 


Mrs. Dale had assisted Mr. Philippe 
in his affairs for twenty-five years; 
and the story of how he acquired the 
famous restaurant i a8 romantic as 
the story of his will, Mr. Philippe be- 
gan life as a waiter at the Cavour. 
it was but oa Jittle restaurant in those 
days, though its frequenters were lib- 
eral in their tips, and it was not long 
before the genial French waiter be- 
came sole proprietor. Some time be- 
fore his death he was offered $600,000 
tor the freehold, but the offer met with 
a courteous but firm refusal. The ex- | 
waiter prized the Cavour above every- 
thing, and would not have parted with 
it for double the price offered. { 

Perhaps one of the most curious of 
bequests was that made by the late 
Mr. Alexander Fleming, a member of 
the famous firm of William Baird & 
Co., Scottish ironmasters, who died at 
the end of laat year, and left an es- 
tate valued at $6,500,000. Mr. Flem- 
ing died a bachelor, leaving many 
thousands of pounds to Glasgow chari- 
ties, and the bulk of his fortune to 
nieces, nephews and personal friends. 


Amongst the latter he numbered a 
young gentleman who frequently en- 
tertuined him in his siek hours by 
playing on the Scotch bagpipes, and 
who found himself rewarded with 
$50,000. 


When Lord Burton's will was prov. 
ed in March, 1909, it was found toat 
he had left $200,000 in annuities to 
his seMants; while for but two years 
service Mr. Fred S. Westall, a conch. 
man and gardener, tound himeelf in 
November last the lucky pusses sor of 
a farm worth $35,000, left to him by 
his former master, the late Mr. Sid- 
ney Mervyn Meyrick. Westall entered 
Mr. Meyrick’s services only two years 
ago, but his master had known him 
for many years. He acted as valet 
and general help, as well as coachman 
and gardener. Mr. Meyrick came to 
look on Westall more as a companion 
than a valet, and finally showed his 
gratitude in the manner mentioned. 

A few years ago Me, James Dick, a 
wealthy gutdasparcha merchant of 
Glasgow, died and left no leas than 
$500,000 for distribution amongst his 
employes. Bequesta varied from $250 
to $25,000 to his cashier, These sums 
were irrespective of $10,000 to his 
cook, and $5,000 each to his only maid- 
servant, coachman, and gardener, 

The late Lady Clarke, who left: pro- 
perty to the value of $1,500,000, re- 
membered each of hee servants in her 
will, Besides a large number of small. 
er gifts to her kiteben maids, she be- 
quenthed to her personal matd a sum 
of $500 ard an annuity of $2,540 a 
year for life 

So grateful waa Mr. William Roh- 
mer of Surbiton, Ene,., for the faithful 
services of his housekeeper, that he 
left her the comfortable ineome of 
$2,500 a year for the remainder of ber 
days. Yet another lucky housekeeper 
was Mra. Sarnh Ann Mann, who, when 
her master, Mr. John Adams, of Bed- 
ford, died last August, eame into the 
whole of his property. It was valued 
at $220,100 


Days of Disaster. 

There is a world of truth in the old 
saying that misfortunes seldom come 
singly. Neither do disasters, For it 
was only a short time after the ter- 
rible Christinas fire disaster at Clap- 
ham Junetion, London, Eng., that we 
heard France was devastated by 
floods. Then the Brighton express 
met with an accident, causing the loss 
of seven lives 

Mauy other disasters have followed 
each other with appalling suddenness, 
In Mareh, 1906, 1224 persons were 
hilled, over 2.0000 injured, and thou. 
sands of homes destroyed by the Kagi 
earthquakes in Formosa, and in the
